4. Nature of issue or Contact: Ginger had several questions regarding the Mat Maid disposal; whether it was 

exempt from our normal disposal procedures, the propriety of the appeal process, 
potential conflicts of Interest, confusion on scoring criteria, and the board's ability 
to reject bidders. She also mentioned that Legislative Audit Is looking Into the 
matter. 

5. Agency Action or Response: This disposal is exempt from the Procurement Code per AS 03.10.050(g). I stated 

that part of the confusion on scoring criteria Is probably a result of the form of the 
disposal; they're calling it an RFP and asking for proposals, but it appears to be a 
bid. There are no evaluation criteria because they will be awarding to the highest 
bidder who meets their minimum bid - so the only criteria is the bid price. Ginger 
stated that one board member, who is also a farmer, Is likely to be a bidder. Since 
the board will be evaluating bids, he may be in a position to evaluate his own bid, or 
to obtain information not available to other bidders. She also mentioned that one of 
the potential bidders Is the father-in-law of the Ag Director. I directed her to DNR 
for a response to these questions, since I don't know tf they have a process in 
place to avoid conflicts of interest She inquired about the appeal process (she 
stated that the RFP directs bidders to address appeals to the board, not the DNR 
Commissioner, which she felt would be more appropriate). She also questioned an 
amendment to the RFP that gives the board the right to reject any proposal, 
without listing any criteria for rejection. I have not been involved in this project 
since It is exempt from our oversight, so I directed her to DNR for a response to 
these questions as well. I have left messages with DNR Lead Procurement 
Specialist Marfys Hagen and Administrative Services Director Nico Bus to inform 
them of the Inquiry.

Dear 

A recently publicized study by researchers at Johns Hopkins University falsely 
labeled seven Alaska high schools, including yours, as "dropout factories." 

I want you to know that neither I nor anyone in my administration believe this 
Inflammatory label is accurate or fair. I know that you and your staff work hard to 
educate every student and to offer extra attention for any student who is at risk of 
dropping out. 

Anything that harms the pubic confidence in our schools only makes educators' jobs 
more difficult. Therefore, we cannot allow erroneous opinions to dampen our spirits 
or sabotage our collaborative efforts to meet the needs of our students. Ultimately, 
the dropout problem will be alleviated by parents, community members, and educators 
working together. 

After examining the study, we know that it does not assess either graduation rates or 
dropout rates. Those rates are not hidden. They are publicly available in school 
district and state report cards to the public. 

Rather than using the most relevant data, the study compares the number of seniors 
with the number of freshmen from four years before. The study does not distinguish 
between students who drop out and students who transfer to another school or who move 
out of Alaska. 

We all recognize that, like every other state in the nation, Alaska does have a 
serious dropout problem. I know that Alaskans are working at the community, school 
district, and state levels to address this problem. I regret that your good work has 
been denigrated with false labels. 

As your governor, I want you to know that my administration and I stand shoulder-to- 
shoulder with you in your committed efforts to educate the youth of Alaska as you 
prepare them to be successful, productive adults.

4. Nature of Issue or Contact: Ginger had several questions regarding the Mat Maid 
disposal; whether it was exempt from our normal disposal procedures, the propriety of the 
appeal process, potential conflicts of interest, confusion on scoring criteria, and the 
board's ability to reject bidders. She also mentioned that Legislative Audit is looking 
into the' matter. 



5. Agency Action or Response: This disposal is exempt from the Procurement Code per AS 
03.10.050(g) . I stated that part of the confusion on scoring criteria is probably a 
result of the form of the disposal; they're calling it an RFP and asking for proposals, 
but it appears to be a bid. There are no evaluation criteria because they will be 
awarding to the highest bidder who meets their minimum bid - so the only criteria is the 
bid price. Ginger stated that one board member, who is also a farmer, is likely to be a 
bidder, Since the board will be evaluating bids, he may be in a position to evaluate his 
own bid, or to obtain information not available to other bidders. She also mentioned that 
one of the potential bidders is the father-in-law of the Ag Director. I directed her to 
DNR for a response to these questions, since I don't know if they have a process in place 
to avoid conflicts of interest. She inquired about the appeal process (she stated that 
the RFP directs bidders to address appeals to the board, not the DNR Commissioner, which 
she felt would be more appropriate) . She also questioned an amendment to the RFP that 
gives the board the right to reject any proposal, without listing any criteria for 
rejection. I have not been involved in this project since it is exempt from our 
oversight, so I directed her to DNR for a response to these questions as well. I have 
left messages with DNR Lead Procurement Specialist Marlys Hagen and Administrative 
Services Director Nico Bus to inform them of the inquiry.

Text of Letter to Principals. 
Dear 

A recently publicized study by researchers at Johns Hopkins University falsely 
labeled seven Alaska high schools, including yours, as "dropout factories." 

I want you to know that neither I nor anyone in my administration believe this 
inflammatory label is accurate or fair. I know that you and your staff work hard to 
educate every student and to offer extra attention for any student who is at risk of 
dropping out. 

Anything that harms the pubic confidence in our schools only makes educators' jobs 
more difficult. Therefore, we cannot allow erroneous opinions to dampen our spirits 
or sabotage our collaborative efforts to meet the needs of our students. Ultimately, 
the dropout problem will be alleviated by parents, community members,- and educators 
working together. 

After examining the study, we know that it does not assess either graduation rates or 
dropout rates. Those rates are not hidden. They are publicly available in school 
district and state report cards to the public. 

Rather than using the most relevant data, the study compares the number of seniors 
with the number of freshmen from four years before. The study does not distinguish 
between students who drop out and students who transfer to another school or who move 
out of Alaska. 

We all recognize that, like every other state in the nation, Alaska does have a 
serious dropout problem. I know that Alaskans are working at the community, school 
district, and state levels to address this problem. I regret that your good work has 
been denigrated with false labels. 

As your governor, I want you to know that my administration and I stand shoulder-to- 
shoulder with you in your committed efforts' to educate the youth of Alaska as you 
prepare them to be successful, productive adults.

The Johns Hopkins study did not look at published graduation or dropout rates, which are 
publicly available . Rather, it compared the number of seniors with the number of freshmen 
from four years before. The "retention rate" method does not take into account that some 
students transfer to other schools. 



Many of the seven affected Alaska schools had graduation rates notably better than the 
"retention rates" published in the Johns Hopkins study. 



Alaska, like other states, does have a serious dropout problem. Governor Palin said in the 
letter to the principals. But, she added, "I want you to know that my administration and 
I stand shoulder- to- shoulder with you in your committed efforts to educate the youth of 
Alaska as you prepare them to be successful, productive adults.

Alaska's Congressional Delegation Vows 
to Defeat Anti-Development Legislation 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Alaska's Congressional Delegation, Senator Ted Stevens, Senator 
Lisa Murkowski, and Congressman Don Young, today released the following statement in 
response to Senator Joe Lieberman's (ID-Conn.) newly introduced bill to designate Alaska's 
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Coastal Plain as wilderness. 

"With the price of oil approaching $100 per barrel and -with our energy dependence on 
hostile foreign nations at a record high, now is not the time to cut our country off from the 
resources held in Alaska's Coastal Plain. This area has the largest untapped domestic oil 
field in the United States and would provide our nation with a million barrels of oil per day 
for at least three decades. Instead of blocking resource development, Congress must increase 
our domestic production of energy. 

"Alaska's Delegation supports a comprehensive energy plan that includes conservation, 
increased efficiency standards, and greater renewable energy potential. But without 
increased production of traditional fossil fuels, like oil and natural gas, Americans will be 
even more dependent on unstable foreign energy sources. 

"We will fight any attempt to deny development of our State 's resources, particularly the 
Coastal Plain. Alaska already contains vast lands designated as wilderness, including the 
eight million acres of ANWR south of the Coastal Plain. Wilderness areas in Alaska already 
exceed 58 million acres. More importantly, more than 192 million acres of Alaska are 
already protected in wilderness areas, national parks, national preserves, national forests, 
national wildlife refuges, wild and scenic rivers, state parks, state preserves, state critical 
habitat areas, and state marine parks. The total designated area is the equivalent of all the 
East Coast seaboard states from Maine to mid-Florida. 

"ANWR is nearly 20 million acres. Energy production would be limited to 2,000 acres - 0. 01 
percent of the entire refuge. In addition, development poses no threat to wildlife. Anti- 
development advocates claim that the Prudhoe Bay oil fields have had serious impacts on 
wildlife. That is not true. After 30 years of development of oil fields at Prudhoe Bay and 
surrounding areas, wildlife have not been adversely impacted. Populations of caribou, 
grizzly bears, polar bears, arctic foxes, and musk ox have all remained stable or increased 
during oil exploration and development. 

"Our Delegation intends to work with the State of Alaska to defeat this short-sighted 
proposal. Once again, we have the duty of educating the rest of the country about Alaska's 
role in attaining the goal of energy independence and defending our State from attacks by

On October 30, Secretary Spellings joined Secretary of Commerce Carlos Gutierrez and Secretary of 
Homeland Security Michael Chertoff at a high school in suburban Virginia to announce the 
availability of three new brochures that present guidance on the Family Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act (FERPA). In the wake of the Virginia Tech University shootings, these brochures — 
one for K-12 officials, one for higher education officials, and one for parents — seek to empower 
schools to better balance students' privacy rights with school safety concerns by explaining the 
agency's interpretations in plain language. "I think it is important for people to understand what the 
current law allows," Secretary Spellings said. "It does allow [student records] to be shared, 
particularly when the student is a dependent (a child — not an emancipated adult). So, before we 
leap into legislative changes, let's make sure that we're maximizing all of the flexibilities and 
information and latitudes that the law does provide within the context of privacy." The brochures

I live in Anchorage about one half of the time and on Susitna Lake (attached to Lk. 
Louise) the other half. I would like to bring to your attention a problem that we have 
during hunting season in the Louise - Susitna - Tyone area. I will also provide a couple 
of possible solutions. 

During the Fall hunting season the area becomes saturated with hunters. Most are heading 
for the Tyone River. Every year the area becomes more and more like the wild west. 
Hunters arrive in mass and make very messy camps that the locals later pick up. They cut 
down trees near cabins, they are crazed with the need to shoot anything so they randomly 
shoot ravens, eagles, loons, muskrats and anything else that wanders within range. 
Often the victims of the shootings are simply wounded and remain in the area, unable to 
migrate, until the changing season results in their final demise. 

As for a couple of possible solutions: 

1. During the Fall hunting season a couple of F & G personel could cruise the area of 
Susitna & Tyone. Just having a presence would do wonders towards taming the hunters. 

2, If there is simply a shortage of personel, then F & G could consider training 
volunteers to come on board during that period and provide similar assistance and 
supervision. 

Please give serious consideration to the above mentioned problem and the possible 
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solutions. Your attention would go a long ways towards reducing the growing tension 
between hunters and locals of the area.

The Ted Stevens Anchorage International Airport generates one in eight of all wage and salary jobs in 
Anchorage, or about 18,400 of the city's total 146,800 such jobs in 2006. The airport also generates the 
same share of payroll— about one in eight dollars of wage and salary payroll can be traced to the airport. 
These are among the findings of a new study by Scott Goldsmith and Mary Killorin of ISER. The study 
was funded by the airport, and other findings include: 



• About 55% of the airport-related jobs, or 1 0,222 jobs, are at the airport itself. The remaining 45%, 
or 8,212 jobs, are generated in the Anchorage community when airlines and other airport 
businesses make purchases in the community and when airport workers spend their paychecks.

House Finance just voted (6 to 5) to bring the rate back down to 22.5, per an amendment 
introduced by Rep. Chenault. The result is a bill that will move to the floor with a 
22.5% rate and 0.4% proge3sivity . The vote went as follows: 



Yeas: Chenault, Meyer, Hawker, Foster, Joule, Thomas 
Nays: Kelly, Stoltze, Crawford, Gara, Nelson 



By the time they were ready to vote we knew Joule wasn't going with 25, but we still knew 
Thomas and Nelson were in play. Neither was making any commitment to us. Nelson 
ultimately voted for 25, so we're encouraged by that and what it says for the floor vote, 
Thomas was a bit more complicated. 



Before Thomas voted, he stated very clearly that he was ready to vote for 25 UNLESS Gara's 
retroactivity amendment was adopted on the floor (in which case he would go with 22.5). 
Thomas' rationale was that he didn't want the state to get "too greedy" by raising the tax 
rate AND collecting taxes retroactively. Note that the retroactivity amendment had just 
failed in committee and both Kelly and Gara pointed that out, hoping that Thomas would go 
with 25. It didn't matter, as Thomas still wound up voting for 22.5. Thomas maintains 
that he is comfortable with switching back to 25 when voting on the floor._if retroactivity 
is not part of the bill. It can be difficult to guess where their heads are at times, but 
this would at least give us some expectation that Thomas is with us on 25 as long as 
retroactivity stays out of the bill.

We hoped the bill would go to 
the floor with the 25% rate for the sake of momentum, but it wasn't a necessity. Our vote 
count for the floor still shows us with enough support for 25%. We now have to focus on 
those that could flip for any number of reasons. We'll huddle-up tonight /tomorrow and let 
you know if we have any names for you call.
